I didn t expect to go to Dallas after I eaw you, but I did. 

What you suggest sounds like basically a good eprroech if your friend 
is”wllUng to take the time. I think the moat important thing is not to color her 
recollection, hot to feed her what she might consciously op subconsciously feed back. 
If she knows any of the men involved, and if al h^s any pictures, I think it impor- 
tant to include other pictures so the identification will not be automatic. 

You know the story you toldm me. Get that on tape. & et her to add why 
they were with Sylvia, the dates, who asked them, why they expected what they did- 
had she forecast it, or had she said what led them to expect it. I an satisfied 
she anticipated the assassination, I era also satisfied the federal agents did not 
report everything she told them. 1 know some of what they left out, but not enough. 

I am satisfied they forced an identification ofirthe men who visited her ou her, 

including perhaps forcing her to specify names when she mey not have beeb certain. 

Her best independent recollection is important. Also, the direction the FET led her 
into, if your friend kndws these things. Then there is the story of Machenn, what 
embarrassed him, if she knows and will tell (she may be willing to put it in a letter 
to me but not tell more than one person). V»hat does she know about Lucille D 0£me ii 
and what transpired at her house. Does she know the story of Sylvia and tte pillow 

gt the Rogerses, or of the letter from Connell, then in Boston, Sylvia left behind. 

If she knows these, I need details. Then there is the Ramos girl end her story, if 
'she knows it. This is one of the several thing involving Lieutenant hitler. 

Does she know or believe Syivi 0 told ^echann things in th<* confessional? Does she 
know or conjecture what? tncidently, I suspect this. He told ma he hsd confidences 
he could not divulge when I led him in this direction, and I respected it. If this 
is thd case, he is the second Catholic priest with such a problem, in Dellas. 

Ooes your friend understand, es 1 hope she does, that the only danger to 
her if she has important information is from silence? There is cause for those who 
might be hurt bp that knowledge to do something if she had kept it*to herself. If 
someone like me knows it, there is nothing to be gained by doing enything to her end, 
In foci, it ia 8 kind of lnsuranne, for it *>uld tend to finger them.
